by far exceeded all other attempts insofar as the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is concerned. : : ae 

It may safely be said that never in the history of this institu- 
tion had such an array of Aberdeen-Angus cattle been assembled. 
Thirteen herds were represented on the entry sheet, all being from 
lowa except that of H. C. Andersen & Son (Carl) the latter being 
in full charge of the herd, and the S. C. Fullerton & Sons herd of 
Miami, Oklahoma. Both herds being young in years of existence 
but far advanced in quality. Many newer herds were represented 
by the Iowans as well, these many new faces appearing at the end 
of the halter straps indicating beyond question a sound, substantia! 
reorganization of the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business. 

Of course the old timers could not well remain at home and al- 
low these newer herds to clean the platter at Des Moines, conse- 
quently a goodly sprinkling of the men who have made it possible 
for these newer adherents to start at what might well be termed 
the top of the ladder came along just to mix things a trifle. Fort- 
unately for the good of the association as well as that of the ex- 
hibitors Mr. Kenneth McGregor, of the Hartley Stock Farms, Page, 
North Dakota, had been prevailed upen to undergo the task of di- 
recting where the ribbons should be tied. This “Ken” did in the 
style of a past master, he was keen and alert, covering every angle 
at a glance, handled the cattle well, decided quickly and was firm 
of judgment leaving the contenders in high spirits. In fact the 
only exhibitors having the “blues” along these splendid lines of 
cattle were the lads at the head of the list. Come again Kenneth. 

The entire hundred thirty head of breeding cattle on exhibition 
were not only a credit to the men who bred and fed them but they 
were the sort of cattle that make friends wherever they go. It will 
not take many exhibitions of this calibre to lift the breed over the 
hill top, for where is there an up-to-date, progressive, thinking 
farmer whose privilege it was to witness these displays but that 
could well avoid being favorably impressed with the breed. The 
absence of mediocre cattle made the display one that certainly 
could not fail to appeal to the Iowa farmer. It is doubtful if any 
previous exhibition on these grounds carried the uniformity of type, 
the quantity of genuine Doddie conformation and character to such 
a marked degree. Another and possibly one of the more pleasing 
features at least to those who have regularly attended this ringside 
was the marked improvement evidenced ia the splendid specimens 
shown by a number of the newer breeders. These men are breed- 
ing cattle that are destined to make future history pleasant reading. 

The bull show was a good one, there being but three entrants, 
the judge made his work snappy and the bulls were on their way 
out in jig time order. Leahy’s Black Star Atlas was showing in 
fine form and easily went to the top with Andersen’s Black Leader 
4th in second place and Blake & Sons’ Sensation B in third. 

The two-year-old bull class brought forward nine splendid

youngsters, and they were outstand- 
ing, the top of the line was air tight, 
the difference in the top bulls being 
almost a toss up, however Carl Ros- 
enfeld’s Eventuation found favor in 
the eyes of the judge, going to first 
place, this success to be followed by 
receiving the Senior Championship 
and later crowned Grand Champion 
bull of the show. Andersen’s Boston 
Id held second firmly, he was show- 
ing wonderfully well. It will be remembered that this youngster 
went to first place in his class at last season’s International for I. 
L. Jones, of Raymond, South Dakota. He is good, excellent in quar- 
ters. Kemp Brothers brought Black Belmore, a son of Belford, up 
to third place, He is a chip off the old block, wide and right down 
on the ground. John Fitch held fourth with Blackcap Burtis, a nice- 
ly lined bull of good size and quality, the makings of a good bull. 
Hess & Brown drew fifth ticket with Bertrand of Quietdale and Ful- 
lerton & Son secured the last money with Playman of Sunbeam. A 
critical scanning of this line from top to bottom gives ample evi- 
dence that there will be something doing in the aged class another 
season. Good clean cut heads and throats, plenty of width and 
depth, good ends and middles. There is in the making a set of herd 
bulls that without doubt will advance the standards of the breed 
equally as much if not even more than have their sires. One needs 
but recall the lines of younger bulls to be reminded of this fact. 

The Senior yearling bull class brought out but five head, they 
were real bulls too. Nice smooth tops, and good lines. Cedmer 
Farms secured first with Quimbus M. and John Fitch crowded the 
leader hard with Entiner an Enticer calf of outstanding quality; 
Fullerton’s Quurman of Sunbeam could not be pushed below third 
while Rosenfeld’s bull Expression came fourth with an unnamed 
youngster shown by Blake & Sons in the last booth. This group 
will furnish some entertainment along the line before the season 
closes. 

An even dozen Junior Yearlings pranced into the ring. There 
were ten monies so the task of placing the entire line became no 
trifling matter. A once over and a march around the judge brought 
quick returns it became immediately apparent that the product of 
some of the breed’s greatest sires was here to be compared. The 
mighty Earl Marshall triumphed when his son Black Marshall 11th 
placed first, later to be made junior champion, this youngster is 
probably the best son of his illustrous sire. These bulls were just 
so good and so even that most any pair along the line might easily 
have changed places and not broken the harmony in the least. Nev- 
ertheless it will not be at all out of place to call the roll as far as 
the money went, and here they are: Blackcap Belmore shown by 
Hess & Brown, second; Erdmann, by Leahy, third; fourth to Rosen- 
feld with Electrom; fifth to Blake & Sons with Belrobe; sixth to 
Kemp Brothers with Berman of Glenrock 2d; seventh to Andersen 
with. Black Benedict 2d; Kemps slipped Killian into eighth; Black 
Marshall 10th made ninth for Fullertons and the last check was 
drawn in this class by Rowles & Son with Black Baron B. 3d° 

Ten monies were up in the Senior bull calf class and thirteen 
laddies went into the lines. Quite so much could not well be said 
of this group as there seemed more discrepency in the type and 
size, however when Judge McGregor put them on parade the line 
was soon reformed to make a most attractive appearance. There 
was lots of quality too, especially was this true of the top of the

The buildings and grounds 
are arranged in a systematic manner around 
a large drive making it possible for the fair 
visitors to start in at one side of the main 
entrance and follow on around this circle 
and when you get back if you have gone 
through each building carefully you will 
have seen nearly every exhibit. One cannot 
help but be impressed with the fact that the 
pedestrian and the exhibitor has had first 
consideration. It is perfectly safe for the 
exhibitor to lead his stock from the barns 
to the judging ring and for exercise, and al- 
so for the fair visitor on foot to pass safely 
from one building to another. Ample park- 
ing space has been provided for Autos which 
are not permitted to go freely about the 
grounds. 

While everything is by no means perfect 
on this fair ground one cannot help but re- 
alize that this fair has real live progressive 
men at the head of it, and that The Cen- 
tral States Fair & Exposition is destined to 
rank among the leading fairs and shows of 
the country. 

One was not only impressed by the size 
but also by the quality of the exhibits in 
all departments and classes especially was 
this true in the beef cattle department. The 
Aberdeen-Angus had a very pleasing dis- 
play which represented the herds of Dr.

Possibly one of the most pleasant an- 
nouncements to be made at this time is that there are an incieased 
number of outstanding young bulls coming on as compared with 
other years. The pinch of the last few years is showing itself in 
the young things now coming to the fairs. Inferior stock has been 
marketed as it should always have been, consequently the pure bred 
stuff that is now appearing is in the opinion of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal materially improved—this conclusion is drawn from person- 
al observations. Are we right? 

What then is a herd bull woith? Can any breeder afford to 
quibble over a few dollars difference of opinion when he needs a 
bull and has found one that just suits? We think not, even though 
these dollars may appear to be of more than normal size.

Missouri State Fair, Sedalia, Aug, 18-25

There were seventy-five head of Aber- 
deen-Angus exhibited at the fair, perhaps 
the best individuals that have been shown 
in several years, they compared favorably 
with the Shorthorns and Herefords in num- 
bers as well as in flesh and individuals. 

The five Missouri herds did credit to the 
State, while they were not all represented in 
all classes, they did well and secured a share 
of the premiums. 

W. A. Berg, the well known Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder and feeder, of Maryville, 
Missouri, made the awards and his placings 
were consistent throughout, his work was 
most interesting to watch as he dwells so 
strongly on his experience as a feeder and 
carcass student. He went on the principle 
that well covered mellow skinned cattle will 
breed evenly covered cattle with quality and 
loose hides, indicative of easy feeders and 
money makers. He was quick to turn down 
and discriminate against showing wasteful- 
ness or tallow. 

Blake & Sons’ cattle from Iowa, fresh 
from their victories at Davenport the pre- 
ceding week, showed up well here and won 
four firsts. 

J. D. Blackwell, of Fayette, had a very 
promising Junior bull calf, which won first 
in his class, this calf was smooth and with 
plenty of size, with good top and underlines, 
and a splendid head.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I have read with much interest the arti- 
cle in your Canadian Department, page 10, 
issue of August 6th, with reference to but- 
ter-fat production of grade and pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cows in British Columbia. 

I keep an average of about 150 head of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cows and if I 
could get enough milk from them to make 
it pay to feed and milk them, it would add 
enormously to the number of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle that could be sold in Florida and 
Georgia; therefore, I am very anxious to 
get as full information as possible on this 
subject. 

What I would most like to have would 
be some figures of average annual produc- 
tion of milk from pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cows and any information that you can 
get for me on this subject, I will very much 
appreciate it. 

I would also request that you ask your 
readers to send in authentic information, 
which any of them may have, on the quan- 
tities of milk and the butter-fat produce by 
Aberdeen-Angus cows. 

I have been informed that Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle are used, extensively, in the dai- 
ries of Scotland but I have no actual fig- 
ures of production and no authentic infor- 
mation about how extensively this is done. 
It certainly would be of interest to the breed 
and all breeders to have a lot of informa- 
tion on this subject. 

I am perfectly confident, from my own 
experience, that Aberdeen-Angus cattle give 
a great deal more milk than any of the 
other beef breeds but we all have very scant 
information about it.

Blackbird Bertie found first for 
Rosenfeld and Barbara McHenry stood sec- 
ond for Leahy with Estelle S. 2d in third for 
Fullerton. Fitch’s Queen Quixie was fourth 
and Andersen’s Blackbird Sunbeam held fifth 
against Kilkea W. in sixth for Kemp Broth- 
ers. Here again it became evident that six 
monies is not sufficient in these older classes 
for altogether too many outstanding speci- 
mens in this as well as the next group failed 
to secure even a meal ticket. 

Competition waxed warm in Doddie so- 
ciety circles when the sixteen Senior year- 
lings singled in and took their stations only 
to be shuffled, handled, paraded and reallot- 
ted according to the ideals of “the man from 
the North.” There were sweet, typey things 
here that failed to get inside the cash rail 
nevertheless they were good enough to merit 
about all that could well be given at most 
any state fair in the land.

“Bob 
Brown showed Erica Energy 16th to first 
place for Escher & Ryan much to his own 
satisfaction later placing her for Junior 
Championship; and Kemp Brothers scored 
second with Verity of Glenrock 5th; Escher 
& Ryan returned for third with Barbara Mc- 
Henry 39th; fourth went to Hess & Brown 
with Blackcap of Quietdale 18th; Leahy drew 
fifth with Erinyes and Escher & Ryan clean- 
ed the cashier’s till with Queen Marie 5th, 
thus taking three of the six ribbons. There 
are some great cows in the making in this 
group and they are in the hands of men who 
will bring them along to make future history 
for the breed. 

Several of the calf club boys mustered 
courage enough to bring their Junior year- 
lings into open competition thus bringing 
this splendid class of youngsters in for one
